any good reason for wantiug any more than you 
have now. I can’tsee the good policy of running 
ater peopleand begging ’em to come to our state, 
and especialy to our cities. 

I like a large family, but Llike a large house for

Farnwing is net progressing lke it ought to and itis 
owin wuinty to the lack ofeapital to farm with. 
The capital of the country has gone to town. Laud- 
lords have rented out their land to nigyers and 
poor white folks whoean't buy a r aver, ora dril , 
or a harrow, ora horse rake. Well there was a short 
erop last yearaud the farmer was hurt, but the. 
mnerchan! who carried him was hurt the worst and 
lots of em went under 

I was ruminating over this when I took up Dr. 
Feltou’s big speech thathe made the other day in 
Augusta xpd he assumes firstly that we wanuta 
dense population and secondly that we can't get 
emigrants to come here because our state is solidly 
democratic. Therefore he wants us to bust up the 
eoncern and go for the independents axud national- 
ize the people aud then immigration will flow 
south like it flows westand we willail get rich and 
so on andso forth.

A Grow ng Xaisance in ‘tlanta—A Talk With Mr. 
PeGive 

We heae conside:able complaint about specula- 
tion in tickets for the Booth performance next 
Wednesday night. From what we can learn there 
seems to be nodoubt thatsome gentlemen taking 
advantage of the fact that Booth would be in At- 
lanta only one night, have bought a large number 
of tickets which are now being offered for sale at 
largely advanced prices Colonel Trammell and 
Mr. Niles, of Griffin, came to this city on Friday for 
the purpose of buying about seventy - tickets for 
people in Griffin,a large excursion having been 
formed tocome up. Mr. Trammell says: ( 

We found that it was impossible to geta large 
number of tickets at any price, as almost the whole 
house had been sold. 1 then tried to get four tick- 
ets for my own use, and was informed by Mr. De- 
Give that some one had four tickets that he would 
seil me at four dollars and a half each, or eighteen 
dollars foraH. I declined to buy at these figures, 
as I would submit to no suchimposition. Atlanta 
is injured by this sort of thing. The peo- 
ple wanted tickets; were coming to 
the city to spend half a day. They 
would bave spent the afternoon in shopping and 
would have patronized some hotel, spending 
fifteen or twenty doliars apiece, and perhaps more. 
As the tickets were allin the hands of speculators 
and held at outrageous prices, they will simp!¥ not 
come atall. Itisagreat inconvenience to us also, 
as we have been in the habit of coming to Atlarita 
constantly whenever there was an entertainment 
worth the trip. Weare shut out, however, by this 
sort of thing.”’ 

Mr. Niles said: “I sent up an order toa gentle- 
man in this city to buy four tickets as soon as the 
box was opened. He went around as soon as he 
received my letter, but found that ail the good 
seats had been taken, aud consequently bought 
none. I understand that whole rows of seats were 
bought by single buyers. who now offer them at 
double what they gave for them.’ 

The complaints are echoed by many others who 
are trying to get tickets to Booth atthe usual fig- 
ures. Wedonot know how many are offered for 
sale, but we have heard of several who wish to go 
but refuse to pay the extre prices charged.

The mayor of Brookiyn vomplains that severa!] 
thousand children are kept out of Brooklyn pub- 
lic schools altogether, and several thousand more 
are given only half a day’s teaching, owing to the 
lack of accommodations. In differing degree, this 
isthe situation in almost every large city of the 
country. Itarises partiy from the fact that much of 
the school funds are paid out for unnecessary 
teaching in the higl@r grades, aud for redundant 
work in all the branches of education, and partly 
from the fact that the tax levies for the support of 
schools cannot be made larger than they are with- 
out incurring widespread discontent among tax- 
payers. There are persons who, not reflecting 
upon this situation which would render their plan 
impractical, would have the state pass a law for 
compulsory edneation. There are other persons 
who object to the continuance of denominational’ 
schools as unpatriotic, unrepublican and all that. 
What would be the result in Chicago if all children 
of school age were compelied to attend the public 
schools? The state would find itself without ade-

A Kentucky Preacher Buys Prusslc Acid and Ie

About one o'clock in the afternoon a Decatur 
street druggist approached Officer Steerman, who 
wasonduty in that ward, andin an excited man- 
merasked him to arrest Mr. DuPont, allegingasa 
cause ior that arrestarn attempt, on Mr. DuPont's 
part, tocommitsuicide. The drugyist then accom- 
panied the officer to the Kimball house billiard 
saloon, where Mr. DuPont was found and arrested. 

It appears thata few minutes before the druggist 
approached the policeman Mr. DuPont came into 
the drugstore and bovght aquantity of prussic 
acid. Immediately after he te t the store the 
druggist became alarmed at what he had donc and 
requested the arrest. 

When the officers approached Mr. DuPont he 
had the pnial in hisband, and when they asked 
him to accompany them tothe station house he 
attempted toswallow the contents, but was pre- 
vented. Again, on the way to the station house, he 
attempted to drink the pruseic acid, but was again 
thwarted, although the police were unable to take 
the phial away from him. However, at head- 
quarters the phial was secured before the man was 
locked up.

Rome of the Great Glutteus of To-Day and of All the 
Ages that are Part. 

True gluttony, like “‘true charity, hath no 
locality,no tone provincial,no peculiar garb.” 
From the period of the Roman empire down 
to the present day there is bright roll of Tidiagr- 
nificent or merely mighty feeders, a glance at 
which is not without interest. [tis not very 
easy to classify che ‘luttonsof classical times, 
for between the man who merely feeds and 
eonsnines an immense amount of j-rovender 
and the fuan whe squanders a large fortune 
on expensive miecals there is or They be a vast 
difference. For instance, . Vitellius—whom 
Mr. Sileus Werv vers reperiy named 
Vittle-us—spent SMe a month for seven 
histabic. When the number of 
COLVIN considered and the price of the 
dixhes—a ton of rare fish and three and a half 
tons of rare birds at one banquet, in days 
when fanciers paid $325 fora red mullet and 
four dollars a piece for pigeons, the expendi- 
ture may not seem excessive, A man might 
eat of a $25,000 dish of birds’ tongues, vet not 
be, in the strict sense of the word, a glutton; 
and nightingales’ tongues, the brains of phess- 
ants and peacocks, and the roes of the rarest 
and most delicate fishes were not only ftavor- 
able. but common dishes among the elite 
of imperial Rome. Heliogabulus Is 
dredited with spending $100,000 at one sup- 
per, and Nero with eating a dish costing $150,- 
OO and washing it down with a bumper still 
more costly; but this proves nothing, uniess 
it be the sheer idiocy and wastefulness of the 
convives. A different aspect is touched upon. 
when the question is approached, how did 
they eat? And when itis stated that Verus 
increased the number of guests trom nine to 
twenty, and made his supper coterminous 
with the dark; that Nero sat at table twelve 
hours; that Tiberious and Vitellius sat there 
all the time*they were notin bed; that Com- 
modus ate in his bath, and that Domitian 
carried round a classical sandwich to stay his 
hunger between meals, it must be admitted 
that most of these noble diners were gluttons. 

Maximinian, who ate forty pounds of meat 
and drank five gallons of wine at a repast, 
could at least allege his size. Not so the aver- 
age glutton—not so, indeed, the modern glut- 
ton. Thus, only a few months ago there died 
at Kingston, in this state, Mr. Alexander 
Grant, familiarly known a~ the “‘Kinderhook 
Glutton,” who without any inconvenience 
would devour twenty pounds of solids ata 
sitting, washed down by not less than a gallon 
of miik and coffee. We read that “tive 
pounds of beefsteak were regarded by him as 
but an appetizer, and, unless such side-dishes 
as a half peck oft potaLloes, a whole boiled 
cabbage, a big ple and a complete pud- 
ding were provided also, he — insisted 
that he had only lunched.”’ Though 
he has lett us, and his loss we deeply feel, we 
are not without some consolation in the fact 
‘Squire Carey still is left us—Squire Carey, of 
Wallkill, whom his admiring friends dub ‘the 
man with the rubber stomach.”

Not long ago, in Paris, a gentleman 
known as the Jackal, on a wager, gate four and 
a half feet of blood-pudding in f¥enty min- 
utes, washing it down with half a gallon of 
wine, thus proving himself worthy to sit 
down at the Gargantuan repasts in Fiji, at 
which, according to Miss Gordon-Cumming, 
one sees served twenty puddings, the largest 
being twenty feet in circumference. 

James I. treated the question of gluttony 
from a harshly practical standpoint when a 
distinguished citizen having been presented 
to him who ate asheepat a meal, but could do 
no more than folk who contented themselves 
with asolitary cutlet, he desired the execu- 
tion of the man as ‘‘one tliat eats as much as 
twenty men, but cannot do the work of one.” 
What would he have done with Claudius 
Alpinus, who devoured a bushel of apples at 
once, and for a breakfast rendered account of 
500 figs, 100 peaches, 10 melons, 20 pounds of 
grapes, 400 oysters and 100 gnat-snappers? Or 
with Phagon, that distinguished subject of 
Aurelianus, who managed at a 
single meal to eat a boar, a_ sheep 
and a pig, with 100 loaves of bread and 
three Thon of wine? Hardicanute James’ 
predecessor, earned honorable the title of 
Swinesmouth, thougn he satisfied himself 
with four meals a day. One Mallet, q coun- 
selor-at-law of the time of Charles I, quite 
eclipsed Haydn, or the queer customer of a 
Paris cafe, as on one occasion he ate a dinner 
provided in Westminster Hail for thirty peo- 
ple, and, his practice not proving equal to his 
deserts and the preliminary courses, had in his 
old age to content himself with banquets of 
beef’s heart and liver. Nicholas Wood, otf 
Harrison, in Kent, was justly included 
among. Fuller’s ‘‘Worthies,’’ among his 
claims to fame being the  deglutition 
at one meal eee whole sheep, 
at another 360 pigeons, at = another 
eighty-four rabbits, ata fourth of the victual 
provided for thirty men, at a fifth of eighteen 
yards of blood-pudding, and at a sixthofa 
whole hog, accommodated with three pecks 
of damson plums. Master Nicholas had on one 
occasion a ver’ narrow escape. According to 
Taylor, the wicer poet, UW he had not been 
scrupulously anointed with oiland butter he 
would surely have died; but Sir Warham 
St. Leger nursed him round and then put 
him in the stocks. ‘Two loins of mutton 
and one loin of veal were but as three sprats 
to this eater.’ After all, he was perhaps out- 
done by the distinguished boor who visited 
the camp of Charles Gustavus, oflering to eat 
a pig by way ot paying his footing, and when 
General Konigsmark denounced him as a 
sorcerer, volunteered to eat the general would 
he but lay off his sword and spurs, opening 
so large a mouth that the general, one of the 
heroes of his time, took to his heels and ran.

Being 
neitheran article of food nor a drug, the 
sponge does not strictly come under the speci- 
fications of the adulteration act passed by the 
legislature of the state at its last session. The 
substances used in “loading”? sponges are 
sand, lime, marble-dust, and a chemically- 
prepared substance, of which the ingredients 
are kept secret. 

The reasons for this habit, as given by one 
importer, are as follows: ‘‘ItQjs an old cus- 
tom derived from the Greeks. The Mediter- 
ranean sponges have always been received 
here filled witht very fine sand, and the fishers 
of sheep’s-wool sponges in Florida have fol- 
lowed the same practice. Certainly the pur- 
chaser is deceived, but it is his own fault. He 
demands a first-class syonge, and is only wil- 
ling to pay what a second-class sponge is 
worth. We, of course, satisfy him by selling 
him the goods he requires at it rice 
equal to what he would have wabil for 
a sponge of an _ inferior quality. But 
he forgets that he has purchased his goods 
by weight, and has paid a price for com- 
mon sand far above what he could get it for 
of a reguiar dealer in sand. To illustrate; | 
have a sponge here worth $2.50 a pound = A 
customer, a retail dealer, says he likes the 
sponge, but it is tooexpensive. What shall 1 
do? Lose the sale? Notatall. I show him 
another box containing exactly the same grade 
of sponges, for which I only ask $L.75a 
pound. He thinks he has madea bargain and 
is satisfied. The truth is, he has purchased 50 
per cent of sponge and the same amount of 
sand, his sponge really costing him $3.90 a 
pound. Who is to blame?” 

“Does not thesand or lime hurt the quaiity 
of the sponge?” 

“No, not much, for it mostly comes out 
when the sponge is first wet. It may injure 
the varnish on acarriage a little, but that is 
at the risk of the purchaser, who aims at get- 
ting his sponges at a reduced price. You 
have doubtless noticed that some sponges are 
very White. This is due to the fact that they 
are filled with lime instead of sand. Lime is 
equally deceptive in regard to weight, and is 
somewhat injurious to the texture of the 
Sponpe, while it is used in bathing, Or espe- 
Clally in dressing wounds, it 1s really danger- 
ous unless great care is taken to have all the 
lime shaken out. In this latter use it 1s pos- 
that the adulteration might come under 
the provisions of the law against the adulter- 
ation of drugs. 

“Ts there no remedy for this evil except by 
legislation?” 

“There does not seem to-be. TT have tried 
to have the other dealers unite with me in 
avreeing to sell sponges by the piece instead 
of by weight, and [| have advised my custom- 
ers to buy in that way; them do 
so. Selling by weight is purely an arbitrary 
rule, shape, texture, and the num- 
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| ber of pieces form the only true basisof value,
